Starting on Labor Day week end September 2, 2016, and ending on Satur- 
day, October 15, 2016, the Mesilla Valley Radio Club is hosting a radio commu- 
nication exhibit at the Branigan Cultural Center in Las Cruces. The Branigan is 
located at 501 North Main Street in downtown Las Cruces. The Branigan hours 
of operation are 10 am to 4:30 pm Tuesday to Friday, and 9 am to 4:30 pm Sat- 
urday. The museum is closed on Monday and Sunday. Opening night is Friday, 
September 2, at the Downtown Ramble with special evening museum hours 5 to 
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7pm. 

Members of the MVRC will be on hand during the exhibit to discuss amateur 
radio and answer questions from visitors. Two special presentations are sched- 
uled. 

The first is 11 am, Saturday, September 10, featuring club members discuss- 
ing SOTA, radio history, antennas, satellite communication and county hunting. 
The second is 11 am, Saturday, October 15, with guest speaker Ann M. Viela, the 
author of KOB Goddard’s Magic Mast: Fifty Years of Pioneer Broadcasting. Un- 
fortunately an illness in the family will probably prevent her from coming. 

For the exhibit, members of the Mesilla Valley Radio Club will provide vin- 
tage radios and wireless equipment from the early 20 century. Much of this 
equipment is still functioning. Contemporary wireless including two-way radio 
repeaters and the broad band ham net (BBHN) one of the newest technologies 
will be explained. BBHN is internet for amateur radio, and the hams in the 
MVRC are probably the most advanced group in the state to explore this new 
technology. Information from New Mexico University’s Physical Science Labora- 
tory will be exhibited as much historic radio work was done at White Sands after 
World War II through PSL. 

A special events amateur radio station will be on the air during open hours 
from September 2 to September 17. The special events call is W5M. Broadcasting 
after that will use the club’s call N5BL. 

A second 5 — 7pm Ramble evening, Friday, October 7, will feature Richard 
Johnson, KC5EVR, and his mobile bicycle. 

The progression of wireless technology from Maxwell’s equations published in 
1865 to the present day is the exhibit’s central theme with attention paid to the 
eras of radio: spark gap, tube, and solid state.
